As each subject is taken up it is 
referred by mail to each associate 
editor, who sends in his opinion as to 
whether a change or addition should 
be made or not, with his reasons there- 
for, and this constitutes his vote for 
or against. These votes are carefully 
tabulated and a majority decides. 

There is a great opportunity for 
graft in the work, but the character 


of the men engaged in it is so high 


that there has never been the slightest 
suspicion of them.

THE PRESCRIPTION* 
By Miss Della Crain 

The prescription with its depart- 
ment and compounding room is the 
one essential feature of the drug store. 
It is the thing to which everything 
else is, or should be subservient. La- 
mentably some foreign side-line may 
bring in the largest profit. 
matter, the prescription, together with 
the compounding room, is the soul of 
the pharmacy; and should have ex- 
pended on it the best thought of the 
management. Great responsibility rests 
on him who compounds prescriptions 
or other complicated preparations. He 
must not make a single mistake. He 
daily handles dangerous poisons and 
patent medicines in the most particu- 
lar and delicate way. He must not 
forget even a little unimportant thing; 
the prescription label must be exact 
as to number, name of physician, and 
wording of directions. Moreover, he 
must be a good judge of the physi- 
cian’s liability to error, a critic of 
dosage, and a correct reader of almost 
illegible writing. Knowing how to 
read and write and read writing ap- 
plies to the druggist when he receives 
a prescription which is evidently in- 
tended to give the patient no hint of 
the expressed meaning. Another neces- 
sary safeguard against sending out 
dangerous prescriptions is care in 
buying all powerful medicines, such as 
alkaloids, glucosides and_ resinoids. 
These preparations should always bear 
the name, and therefore guarantee, of 
a reliable manufacturer. It is advis- 
able for us to keep ourselves ac- 
quainted with the characteristics, prop- 
erties, tests, and chemical changes, so 
far as possible, of the drugs and

chemicals we are obliged to handle, 


_ that we will always be able to detect 


any inferiority or change that should 
not exist. We are apt to take too 
many things for granted, and not give 


them due consideration; many of us 


are too ready to say, ‘‘It will do,’’ 
or, ““I guess it is all right.’’ I am sure 
we have all found it very annoying 
sometimes to find that our prepara- 
tion was not the same as before, or to 
be told so by others. This difficulty 
might be overcome to some extent if 
we were to better acquaint ourselves 
with some of the whys in the manu- 
facture of many of the preparations 
used so extensively in dispensing. 

In prescription work whatever means 
can be used to shorten the time of 
operation without impairment of the 
efficiency of the product must. be re- 
garded as good pharmacy. 

But first, last and all the time the 
prescription is of foremost importance 
in the drug store. 


THE PRESCRIPTION PHARMACY AND 
ITS EQUIPMENT* 
By Clarissa M. Roehr, Phar. B. 


Every pharmacist who aims toward 


a successful and ideal prescription 
pharmacy is compelled to give much 
time and thought to the equipment of 
the dispensing room and laboratory. 

Though day after day we are told 
that in this age of commercialism the 
busy pharmacist has little opportunity 
for accurate prescription work, that 
profits must be obtained from various 
other departments extremely apart 
from the selling of drugs and medi- 
cal supplies, I still firmly believe that 
there is a place for the prescription 
pharmacy.

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There is an increasing tendency 
among the better class of people to 
patronize the specialty shops. If one 
is desirous to obtain pure drugs as 
well as correct and careful work in 
their preparation, it seems but natural 
that a pharmacy in which prescription 
work is a specialty would be sought. 
We all have read how several active 
pharmacists have succeeded in a 
strictly prescription business. Like- 
wise, not differing from other lines of 
work, we all have read of many 
failures. Many times we read the 
sign ‘‘Preseriptions a Specialty,’’ and 


often are apt to wonder if some stores 


are not mislabeled. 
‘ It is not uncommon to find a pro- 
prietor fitting up his pharmacy with 
a most expensive soda fountain, ele- 
gant mirrors and show eases and other 
elaborate furnishings, but exercising 
strict economy in his dispensing room 
and laboratory. We are all convinced 
that an attractive store is necessary, 
and no criticism would be ealled for 
provided the prescription department 
received an equal share of attention. 

Whenever a firm commences busi- 
ness it makes a special effort to show 
its patrons how well it is prepared to 
supply their wants. Should you con- 
template buying from this firm I feel 
convinced that you would inspect its 
plant in order to judge for yourself. 
Just so it must be in pharmacy. If 
the public is assured that a pharma- 
cist intends to carry good drugs and 
is prepared to do their prescription 
work as it should be done, I think 
a profitable business will eventually 
result. 

However, no pharmacist can expect 


to reap profits if his prescription 
room lacks the necessary tools. At 
the present time when pharmacists 
are held responsible for the quality of 
their drugs it seems almost incredible 
that any well regulated pharmacy 
would be without the few pieces of 


apparatus essential to manufacture 
and test the many simple prepara- 
tions that can so easily be made in the 
pharmacist’s laboratory. 

The prescription counter with its 
many shelves and compartments 
should be placed so that good light 
is obtained. This is not always pos- 
sible, especially in the down-town 


districts where space is such an im- 


portant factor. Ventilation in the dis- 
pensing room must also recelve proper 
attention. 

As to the necessary apparatus, no 
prescription room could exist without 
two pair of balances—one extremely 
sensitive and one moderately sensitive. 
Another scale should be had for 
weighing large quantities. Metric 
weights should be preferred. Accu- 
rate graduates, flasks, beakers, funnels, 
test tubes, mortars, stirring rods, 
evaporating dishes, ointment slabs 
(one to be used only for eye ouint- 
ments), and spatulas may be classed 
among the absolutely necessary 
articles of the equipment. A _ pill 
machine, a suppository machine, a 
lozenge cutter and a tablet triturate 
machine are also important. In the 
laboratory additional apparatus must 
be had; such as percolators, thermome- 
ters, burettes, graduated pipettes, 
water baths, a sterilizer and a re- 
frigerator. 

Drugs and preparations used in the 
prescription work must be of the best 
quality. They must be kept under 
proper conditions. Powdered drugs 
must be kept in a clean dry place, so 
as to prevent mouldiness. Liquid 
preparations should be kept in well 
stoppered containers — dark bottles 
if the liquids are affected by light. 
Ready-made ' ‘tablets and pills should 
be tested frequently as to their solu- 
bility and any unlooked for change 
in composition. It would be a great 
help. to the conscientious pharmacist 
if all ready-made products would have 
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the date of preparation upon their 
labels. Much progress has been made 
in this direction, and no doubt dates 
of manufacture will soon appear on 
the labels. 

Some preparations, for example 
buttermilk tablets, must be kept in a 
cool place. Biologic products should 
be kept as near freezing point as 
possible to prevent deterioration. It 
is said that small pox vaccine is abso- 
lutely valueless in a very short time 


if kept at body temperature. No- 


doubt the keeping of these products 
under improper conidtions may ac- 
count for the negative results often 
reported. Physicians and frequently 
patients will complain of the various 
makes of buttermilk tablets. A liquid 
eulture will give much better results. 
These complaints may be caused by 
temperature conditions. For biologic 
products the ideal pharmacy should 
contain a refrigerator. 
It is a source of great satisfaction 
to steralize your own preparations. 
Though sterile preparations can be 
bought, it often happens that a solu- 


tion of different strength is ordered, 


necessitating a freshly made solution. 
Then again a solution may be needed 
in a hurry and a sterilizer is very 
convenient. Some solutions will stand 
high temperatures, but the greater 
number will not stand over 60° C. An 
Arnold steam sterilizer which is mod- 
erately priced will serve every pur- 
pose. Sterilization can often be ac- 


complished by merely boiling the 


glassware and solutions. 

A reference library should be in reach 
of all pharmacists. A dozen late books 
covering subjects in chemistry and 
pharmacy should be a part of every 
prescription laboratory. Several good 
journals must also form part of this 
reference library. To practice economy 
along this line will be expensive in 
the end. Pharmacists will receive and 


retain the respect of the medical and 


dental professions much more quickly 
when by reason of proper training 
and education they can offer infor- 
mation and assistance. 

Assuming that the prescription de- 
partment is fully equipped with the 
proper apparatus, the proprietor must 
see to it that the dispensing is done 
by men and women having had the 
necessary education and _ training. 
Careful, accurate work is expected and 
should be demanded. 


PHYLACOGENS* 
In medical circles in California, par- 


- ticularly in San Francisco and in Kern 


County, great interest has been mani- 
fested for the past two years in the re- 
ports of extraordinary results follow- 
ing a new form of treatment of acute 
and chronic infections with bacterial 
derivatives, originated by Dr. A. F. 
Schafer, of Bakersfield, Cal. 


Dr. Schafer presented his method of 


preparing Phylacogens and his tech- 
nique of their application to the San 
Joaquin Medical Society in Fresno, 
Cal., in October, 1910, and later to the 
San Francisco Medical Society, Janu- 
ary 14, 1911, and published a prelimi- 
nary statement in the Therapeutic 
Gazette for April, 1911. 

Parke, Davis & Co., having been re- 
quested to undertake the manufacture 
of Phylacogens, because of the over- 
whelming demand for them, particular- 


ly by California physicians, first made 


a searching and critical investigation 
of all the circumstances surrounding the 
work in California. Several competent 
attaches of our Scientific Departments 
personally called upon physicians and 
visited the hospitals in which the cases 
were treated, witnessing the unique re- 
sults obtained in a large number of 
them. The preparation of the Phyla- 
cogens was then undertatken in the 


Parke, Davis & Co. Biological Labora-

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tories in Detroit. At first this work 
was done under the personal supervi- 
sion of Dr. Schafer, and later in ac- 
cord with his written instructions. 

The principle upon which the use of 
these Phylacogens is founded is, briefly, 
the theory of multiple infections. This 
principle is supported by an extraordi- 
nary practical experience, supplement- 
ed by exhaustive and long-continued 
clinical experimental work by Dr. 
Schafer. : 

Three facts are set forth by Dr. 
Schafer as the basis of this new ther- 


apy. 


First: Practically all acute and 


many of the chronic diseases are caused 
by the metabolic products of bacteria. 

Second: The human subject is the 
host of micro-organisms that are patho- 
logically latent but capable of setting 
up a disease process under certatin con- 
ditions. 

Third: The growth of infecting micro- 
organisms can be arrested and their ef- 
fects neutralized by products derived 
from their development in artificial 
culture media. 

Dr. Schafer is of the belief that all 
infections are ‘‘mixed infections ;’’ that 


except in rare instances there is no 


such thing as an infection by a single 
species of microorganism; that while 
one species may predominate, the patho- 
logic process engendered by it is ac- 
celerated and intensified by the pres- 
ence of organisms of other species; in 
other words, that in the course of an 
infectious disease the symptoms are 
due not only to the effects of a single 
species of organism (the specific infec- 
tion), but to the influence of other 
organisms whose pathogenic role is not 
insignificant, but which be 
reckoned with in any successful scheme 
of therapeutics. 

Dr. Schafer further believes that the 
human subject is at all times the host 
of a great variety of organisms and 
may harbor pathogenic bacteria without 


harm to itself during periods of 
physiologic resistance at or above par 
and in the absence of any solution of 
tissue continuity. When the resistance 
is below par, or a solution of continuity 
of tissue occurs, the bacteria harbored 
by the human host assume pathologic 
significance. 

Furthermore, he contends that cer- 
tain diseases, as typhoid fever, pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis, erysipelas, rheu- 
matism, and others, are objective and 
subjective symptomatic manifestations 
of the preponderance in the patient of 
the toxic and destructive products of 
the peculiar species of organism to 
which the etiology of the disease is 
usually ascribed, as B. typhosus in 
typhoid fever, D. pneumonis in pneu- 
monia, B. tuberculosis in tuberculosis, 
etc.; and, in addition, the symptoms 
are due in part at least to the destruc- 
tive action of certain materials pro- 
duced by complicating organisms which 
are always present in great variety and 
number. 

As an illustration, attention may be 
directed to the now commonly accepted 
idea that in pulmonary tuberculosis the 
greatest danger to the patient, much of 
the difficulty of the treatment, and 
many of the most notable symptoms, 
such as loss of weight, high tempera- 
ture, disturbance of circulation, puru- 
lent expectoration, destruction of tissue, 
ete., are due to the complicating organ- 
isms, and if the so-called ‘‘mixed in- 
fection’’ can be checked or eliminated, 
efforts may be directed against the 
bacillus tuberculosis with far greater 
success than has heretofore been pos- 
sible in the treatment of this condition. 

Dr. Schafer points to the fact that 
the administration of bacterial vaccines 
to patients suffering from infection not 
infrequently fails of effect because the 
truth of the above assumption is not 
recognized, especially when the treat- 
ment, being based upon the opsonic 
theory, consists in the use of a vaccine 
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made from a single species of organism 
isolated from the patient. Bacterial 
vaccines made from a single species of 
organism prove successful in many 
cases, put the multiplicity of ‘‘com- 
bined’’ bacterial vaccines now in use 
points to the rapidly developing con- 
clusion that the great majority of 
patients require something more than 
treatment with a vaccine made from 
one organism; the success attending 
_ the use of bacterial vaccines made from 


a number of different species, even. 


when used in cases apparently due to 
one species, points to the likelihood of 
this theory being correct. 


Phylaxin is the name applied i 
Hankin to antitoxin or a defensive 
proteid found in animals that have 
acquired an artificial immunity to a 
given infectious disease.* Phylacogens 
are new-process bacterial derivatives 
prepared by Parke, Davis & Co. ac- 
cording to a method originated by 
Dr. A. F. Schafer and used in the 
treatment of infectious diseases. 

The term Phylacogen has been coined 
tc distinguish the several new bacterial 
derivatives (devised by Dr. A. F. 
Schafer and produced by us) from 
other remedial agents of similar char- 
acter that may be offered to the medical 
profession. Each specific Phylacogen 
will be further identified by the pre- 
fixion of the name of the pathological 
condition in which it is indicated, as 
Gonorrhea Phylacogen. 

Phylacogens are neither ‘‘ bacterial 
vaccines’’ nor ‘“‘sera,’’ as ordinarily 
understood. They are sterile aqueous 
solutions of metabolic substances or 
derivatives generated by bacteria grown 
in artificial media. The bacteria, first 
killed, are removed by filtration 
through porcelain. To determine 


*Hankin recognizes two forms of phylaxin: 
(1) a Mycophylaxin, which has the power 
of destroying the pathogenic bacteria to 
which the disease is due; and (2) a Toxo- 
phylaxin, which has the power of destroying 
the toxic products of the pathogenic oac- 
teria.—Gould’s Dictionary. 


sterility, the Phylacogens are subjected 
tc careful cultural tests. 

The Phylacogens are made from a 
large variety of pathogenic bacteria, 
such as several staphylococci, 
Streptococcus pyogenes, Bacillus pyocy- 
aneus, Diplococcus pneumoniz, Bacillus 
typhosus, Bacillus coli communis, 
Streptococcus rheumaticus, Strepto- 
coceus erysipelatis, ete. This basic 
Phylacogen is a ‘‘polyvalent’’ prepara- 
tion, or Polyphylacogen, since the 
organisms are not from one strain only 
of a given species, but from cultures 
made at frequent intervals and from a 
variety of sources. The various organ- 
isms are present in the material before 
filtration and dilution in approximately 
equal proportions. The cultures are 
incubated at 37° C. for 72 hours or 
longer, after which a preservative con- 
sisting of 0.5 per cent. of phenol is 
added to the fluid, which is then filtered 
through poreelain. The basic Phyla- 
cogens, made in this manner is used in 
the preparation of the several specific 
Phylacogen. It has been named ‘‘ Mixed 
Infection Phylacogen.’’ 


Each specific Phylacogen is prepared 
as follows: The basic material (Mixed 
Infection Phylacogen) is modified by 
the addition of an equal amount of the 
filtrate obtained by growing and treat- 
ing the organism considered to be pre- 
dominant in the pathological condition 
to be treated; for instance, in the 
preparation of Typhoid Phylacogen, 
the Bacillus typhosus is grown and 
treated like the several organisms 
entering into the preparation of the 
basic Mixed Infection Phylacogen. The 
filtrate obtained from the preparation 
of the typhoid organism alone is added 
in equal amount to the Mixed Infec- 
tion Phylacogen, and the _ resulting 
product given the _ specific name 
‘‘Typhoid Phylacogen.”’ similar

The objects, according to its constitu- 
tion and by-laws, is ‘‘to federate the 
medical, pharmaceutical and dental 
professions, with a view to fostering 
all that appertains to their mutual 
welfare, be it scientific, social, fra- 
ternal, financial or legal, in their re- 
lations to each other, and to the pub- 
lic at large.’’ 

Could it be possible to overestimate 
the value of such a medical associa- 
tion to the pharmaceutical profes- 
sion? Certainly not. 

Now, what’ have we done in the 
past? In talking about what we have 
accomplished, it 1s important to make 
comparisons with the accomplishments 
of other medical, pharmaceutical and 
dental associations. About twenty- 
seven years ago all the great and small 
national, state and local medical, 
pharmaceutical and dental associations, 
societies, academies, ete., undertook 
‘to unite in one grand determination 
to annihilate and abolish the patent 
medicine abuse and the quack’ physi- 
cian evil. Look up the patent office

records in Washington today, and you 
will be amazed at the immense increase 
in patents, etc., issued for medicines 
in these twenty-seven years. And the 
same applies to the increase of ad- 
vertising space consumed by medical 
men in many newspapers. 

The American Medico-Pharmaceuti- 
cal League has labored indefatigably, 
sincerely and with unswerving con- 
sistency toward the elimination and 
abolition of all the numerous abuses 
to which our professions In common 
are subject. We may be asked, “‘ What 
have you accomplished?’’ Ask all the 
other great and old medical, pharma- 
ceutical and dental forces, what they 
have accomplished. We have labored, 
and labored incessantly, in the inter- 
est of your good and welfare. If we 
had not, your condition would be ten- 
fold worse than it is today. But at 
the same time, if. you had taken a 
greater individual interest in our 
labors, you would be ten-fold better 
off. 

We have fought the hospital and 
dispensary and other charity abuses, 
the tablet physician evil, the medical 


insurance abuse, the lodge and society 


evils, the patent and proprietary medi- 
cine abuses, the’ quack physician evil, 
and all others that have come under 
our notice. We have performed more 
than our share of labor in the advance- 
ment of scientific, as well as practical 


and material pharmacy, as evidenced 


by our very long programs, contain- 


‘ing as they do an average of thirty- 
five papers annually, on all branches 
of pharmacy, medicine and dentistry, 


and on allied matters. But we main- 
tain that we have brains and common . 
sense enough to carry on our work in 
our own way, without consulting or 
seeking the approval of other medical 
bodies, even at the risk of being char- 


acterized as ‘‘soreheads.’’ 


One of the strongest assets of 
the American Medico-Pharmaceutical 
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League, is the opportunity for social 
and fraternal advancement, and pro- 
fessional and ethical education, made 
possible by the close and constant 
association and good fellowship of 


reputable members of. the three pro- 


fessions and their families, irrespective 


of creed, nationality, color or previous 
condition. | 


Personally, the humble author of 
these remarks has made his sacrifices 
for pharmacy and medicine without 
expectation of reward, in New York 
City (where. he was born), and Brook- 
lyn, etc., for the past thirty-two years, 
and during that period his record will 
establish his reputation beyond a 
doubt, as an independent and deter- 
mined progressive, ever faithful to his 
trust, above temptation, and an in- 
suppressible opponent to all abuses in 
your midst, whether to the injury or 
detriment of himself, friend or foe. 
It is always to be remembered that 
besides being professional’:%ien and 
women, we are’ human, and as good 
citizens and members of the com- 
munity we must take an active inter- 
est in political matters also, especially 
in view of the fact that, as part of 


our obligation, we are expected to be 


custodians of the public’s health, 
funds, convenience and comfort, as 
well as our own. 


As far as the funds of the American 
-Medico-Pharmaceutical League have 
permitted, we have always been pre- 
pared to relieve. distress among pro- 
fessional colleagues, and have been 
ready to render legal assistance when 
requested. 


MEDICAL ETHICS 


In the June 8th issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical Association 
‘appear the proposed revised code of 
ethics governing: the practice of medi- 
cine. Section 4 of Chapter III, on 
‘‘The Duties of the Profession to the 
Public,’’ reads as follows: 

4.—By legitimate patronage, physi- 


cians should. recognize and promote the pro- 
fession of pharmacy; but any pharmacist, 
unless he be qualified as a physician, who 
assumes to prescribe for the sick, should be 
denied such countenance and_ support. 
Moreover, whenever a druggist or pharma- 
cist dispenses deteriorated or adulterated 
drugs, or substitutes one remedy for an- 
other designated in a _ prescription, he 
thereby forfeits all claims to the favorable 
consideration of the public and physicians. 

This is all well and good. But what 
about the physician who buys and dis- 
penses drugs? This class of physician 
is not referred to in the code of ethics. 
We hope the author will take this 
matter under advise and include a 
Section 5, to read as follows: 

Sec. 5—For a physician to buy, sell and 
prescribe drugs, or in any way to attempt 
to supplant the legitimate duties of a 
pharmacist, even though he may be qualli- 
fied as a pharmacist, is objectionable for 
two main reasons. The handling of drugs 
and the dispensing of drugs is the night- 
ful duty of the pharmacist. Furthermore, 
performing the labors of a pharmacist 
detracts from his duties as a physician.

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FIRE INSURANCE, HINTS FOR THE 
DRUGGIST 


By B. C. Ansly 


The subject of fire insurance has 
been discussed, and quite a good deal 
has been written, in regard to the 
different phases and points in placing 
fire insurance on the property of the 
druggist. | 

It is scarcely necessary to mention 
to you the importance of. carrying 
fire insurance, yet there are a few 
druggists in this State who carry 
no insurance at all. 

In this we wish to briefly give some 
of the most important points to be 
considered in connection with this 
subject. 

First, the company. 

There are two classes of fire in- 
surance companies, a stock and 
mutual. A stock company is one in 
which, the premium paid, when the 
policy is issued, is the cost of the 
insurance. There is no return and 
there is no possibility of an assess- 
ment, and are, as a general rule, 
under the jurisdiction of the State 
Insurance Department in which li- 
censed to do business, and to whom 
must be made an annual report, which 
is on record and can be obtained by 
any one interested. 

In a mutual company every one in- 
sured thereby becomes a member and 
shares in the profits, if there be any, 
and he likewise shares in the loss, 
if there be any, in such manner as the 
by-laws of the company may direct, 


and the actual cost to the insured 


will not be known until the period 
corresponding to the annual adjust- 
ment by the company. So the insured 
do not know until the end of the 
year what their insurance will cost. 
They may have a substantial return 
from the profit accruing or they may 
be called upon to pay a further assess- 
ment to cover loss. 


Then, are you insured in a duly 


authorized company, either stock or 


mutual, that is examined annually by 
the State Insurance Department, and 
will you get a prompt and equitable 
adjustment from the company in 
which you are now insured? 

Second, the policy. 

First I would say read your policy. 

The average druggist is lable to 
take too much for granted. I believe 
it is a safe assertion that not one-half 
of the druggists read their policies 
word for word. 

It is just as important that the 
druggist know all about his insurance 
contracts as his annual profits. It will 
pay you to look up your policies at 
once, if you have not already become 
familiar with them. 

(The California standard form of 
policy is used by most companies in 
this State, and all read alike.) 

Although each policy is a contract 
in itself, yet it is important that all 
policies read just alike, especially so 
when the co-insurance clause is used 
and in such case would prevent added 
difficulty to properly apportion the 
loss as between different companies 
and the assured. 

Read over the body or printed part 
of the policy, and in particular the 
written forms attached thereto, and 
see if you are carrying sufficient and 
proper amounts on the various items. 

In the fixture item, for instance, a 
soda fountain is not covered under 
that item, unless it is specifically men- 
tioned. The same with awnings and 
outside signs. | 

Third, amount to carry. 

Every careful business man should 
be fully insured and never carry less 
than eighty per cent. of insurance on 
his property value. When we say 
value we do not mean fancy, but real 
value. 

To the person who is able to carry 
his own insurance, this phase does 
not concern—that is, where a person 
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has other investments; but when the 
druggist has his all in the business, 
to him I would say, carry enough 
insurance to make his creditors safe, 
at least. 

To the party who owes other parties 
or firms for the greater part of his 
stock, there is only one wise course 
for him to take, that is, to protect the 
friends who have this confidence in 
him. 

I read of a case where stock and 
fixtures, liberally appraised, would 
not exceed $3,000. The man, however, 
had paid $4,500 for the store, which 
was a good established stand, and 
carried insurance to the amount of 
$4,500 on stock and fixtures, and really 
believed that, if the drug store should 
be destroyed by fire, he would be able 
to recover the entire amount, $4,500. 

This is given merely to impress the 
fact that no one ean expect to recover 
more than his actual loss on the actual 
sound value of his property. 

During the last year, in which there 
were over fifty total drug store fires, 
in about one-half of that number the 
druggist carried only fifty per cent., 
and in several instances being without 
insurance entirely. 

Thus for the saving of a few dol- 
lars these men have risked the earn- 
ings of years and perhaps a lifetime, 
and those who feel most secure are 
usually the hardest hit. 

Fourth, proof of loss and inventory. 

Next of importance to the financial 
stability and reliability of insurance 
companies, to the proper wording of 
the policies, and having the proper 
amount on each item, is the matter 
of being prepared to prove a fire loss. 

Every policy imposes on the policy- 
holder the duty of proving his loss. 

There is only one right way to 
comply with this obligation, and that 
is by annual inventory, together with 
‘a properly kept record of purchases 
and sales. | 

For instance, I just recently took 
part in the adjusting of a fire loss, 


in which the insured had an annual 
inventory dated January 1, 1912, and 
a record of purchases and sales, and 
it was only a short time until the 
insured had the whole amount of his 
insurance, as the loss was greater than 
the total amount carried. 

In case of total or nearly total loss 
it is next to impossible to prove the 
amount of loss, unless such annual 
inventory and record can be _  sub- 
mitted. 

Application of ordinary common 
sense should convince every one that 
it is not possible to satisfy insurance 
companies by telling them that the 
property is all destroyed, and that 
they need only to pay over the money. 

Therefore, no matter what amount 
of insurance you may carry on your 
stock and fixtures, you can not expect 
to recover on your policies unless you 
first prove your actual loss, and then 
such actual loss will be paid up to 
the extent of your total insurance, 
and no more. 

The insured who meets with a sub- 
stantial fire loss, and- who is unable 
to prove his loss by means of in- 
ventory, is almost entirely at ‘the 
mercy of the insurance adjusters, 
whereas, on the other hand, if he is 
prepared to prove his loss by means 
of a properly kept annual inventory, 
the worry, trouble and annoyance 
which is thus saved to him is invalu- 
able. 

We think we have pointed out and 
called to your attention some of the 
reasons of having an annual inventory 
and of keeping a record of purchases 
and sales, and if space and time would 
permit much might be said in regard 
to other advantages, such as values 
to place on different articles, allowing 
for depreciation, how to take an in- 
ventory systematically, with the least 
amount of work and the finding of 
dead stock you thought was disposed 
of long ago. 
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Fifth, adjustment. 


Many different views seem to pre- 
vail with reference to the proper ad- 
justment of fire losses. A great many 
druggists have the idea that, in case 
of a serious loss by fire, they can 
simply turn over what is left and ask 
full payment from the insurance com- 
panies. Others are of the opinion 
that insurance companies are obliged 


to pay the full amount of policy, 


whether the property was really there 
or not. 


Each fire loss is, in its adjustment, 


governed by its particular circum-. 


stances. There can be no allowance 
for property, which after the fire is 
in as good condition as it was before, 
no matter whether in open or un- 
opened packages. There can be no 
turning over of what remains to the 
insurance companies, unless by agree- 
ment between the parties it seems 
best. 


In carrying insurance be sure to 
make proper allowance for deprecia- 
tion, both to fixtures and _ possibly 
stock, and then expect to make such 
allowance when it comes to an ad- 
justment. 


In the adjustment of a fire loss it 
is extremely helpful to have at least 
one adjuster who is well versed in 
drug values, for the average adjuster, 
unacquainted with such values seems 
to be in constant fear that the claim- 
ant is trying to take advantage of 
him, and this fear and suspicion fre- 
quently leads to a demand for allow- 
ances and reductions on the part of 
such adjuster, which are wholly un- 
justified and unwarranted by the 
facts. 


Sixth, fire prevention. 


We can not close without calling 
to your attention the duty every one 
owes to himself, to the community, 
and to property owners generally, to 
take every precaution and to exer- 


cise every care for the prevention of 
fire. 


It must ‘always be kept in mind that 
property destroyed by fire is gone 
entirely, and just to that extent de- 
crease the wealth of the community 
and to the country. 

The fire waste of this country is 
enormous as compared with that of 
European countries, and without any 
well founded reason, our fire losses 
are proportionately ten times greater 
than they are in other civilized 
countries of the world. This, of 
necessity, has a direct bearing on 
premium rates. 

Within the last year innumerable 
fires have been caused in drug stores 
by reason of carelessness. Three 
total, heavy drug store losses are 
directly attributed to carelessness with 
alcohol, all starting with just a little 
match. 

Gasoline, benzine and other similar 
articles, somewhere in the country, 
cause drug store fires almost daily. 
Defective electric wiring, movable gas 
arms and other defective lghting 
apparatus are a standing source of 
danger, while rubbish allowed to col- 
lect in one or another part of the 
place seems just to be waiting a little 
spark. 

Adopt the rule to keep the inflam- 
mable and explosives in light places, 
and allow no one to go near them 
after dark, at least not with an open 
light or fire or any kind. 

Keep your place clean and allow no 
accumulation of rubbish. 

Look closely to your lighting and 
heating apparatus. Avoid the applica- 
tion of direct heat to oils, carbolic 
acid and inflammables generally, and 
thus every man feels that he is doing 
his proper part in fire prevention.

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REFORM IN MEDICINES 

The Sarsaparilla Absurdity.—Sarsaparilla 
is an almost universal constituent of 
‘‘blood purifiers’’ (whatever that may 
mean). Preparations of it are also official 
in our Pharmacopeia. The fact that the 
drug is almost never used alone, but is 
almost always combined with something 
more active such as potassium iodid, shows 
that no one places any dependence on it. 
The Pharmacopeia should be purged of 
sarsaparilla and its preparations, if it is 
to continue to enjoy its own self-respect.— 
Jour, A. M, A., May 4, 1912, p. 1356. 

Therapeutic Research—Torald Sollmann, 
chairman of the Committee on Therapeutic 
Research of the Council on Pharmacy and 


Chemistry, discusses the need of more. 


exact knowledge regarding the action of 
drugs. He outlines the plans whereby. the 
Council hopes to aid therapeutic research. 
The following are some of the problems 
now being investigated: The clinical value 
of cardiovascular drugs, relative efficiency 
and toleration of natural and _ synthetic 
salicylates. Duration of action and ab- 
sorption of Digitalis bodies. Efficiency of 


intestinal antiseptics, therapeutics of: phos- 


phorus compounds, standardization of anti- 
septics and germicides, pharmacology of 
commercial vanadium preparations, effects 
of origin and impurities on toxicity of 
chloroform, and fate, efficiency and side 
actions of organic iodids.—Jour. A. M. A., 
May. 4, 1912, p. 1390. 

Alcola—This ‘‘ecure for drunkenness,’’ 
consisting of three kinds of tablets, was 
examined in the Association Chemical 
Laboratory. Tablets No. 1 contain eaffein, 
about 1-4 grain and strychnin, nearly 1-50 
grain. Tablets No. 2 contain strychnin, 
about 1-100 grain. Tablets No. 3 contain 
about 1-2 grain tartar emetic. While this 
is a full dose of tartar emetic, the direc- 
tions suggest that as many as three or 
four tablets may be taken without harm. 
Aleola is exploited by the Physicians’ Co- 
operative Association of Chicago which 
also sells Re-Ves-To, claimed to cure 
rheumatism, kidney disease, liver and 
bladder trouble-—Jour. A. M. A., May 4, 
1912, p. 1390. 


Pantopon Detoxicated—Pantopon is said 
to consist of the hydrochlorids of tie 
several alkaloids naturally occurring in 
opium. Containing fifty per cent. of mor- 
phin it has the disadvantages of morphin 
though this seems to have been largely 
overlooked by those who write in favor 


of it. H. Winternitz, having found that 
in a ease of tabetic crisis the morphin in 
Pantopon produced the same dangerous 
depression of the respiration as morphin 
when it was not in Pantopon, got the 
manufacturers to demorphinize Pantopon. 


This new proprietary, which may be 


likened to the play. of Hamlet with Ham- 
let left out, is called ‘‘Opon,’’ the name 
being derived from Pantopon by cutting 


off the ‘‘pant.’’—Jour. A. M. A., May 11, 


1912, p. 1461. 

The Composition of Nostrums—Incidental 
to the prosecutions under the Food and 
Drugs Act the Federal Government is mak- 
ing known the composition of nostrums: 
St. James Society Drug Cure is sent out 
in a series of bottles labeled 1 to 10 which 
contain a mixture of morphin and alcohol. 
Gauvin’s Aniseed Syrup, a ‘‘baby-killer,’’ 
was found to be a watery-alcoholic solu- 
tion of morphin acetate sweetened with 
sugar and flavored with oil of anise. 
Brant’s Soothing Balm was found to con- 
sist of camphor and oleoresin of capsicum 
dissolved in aleohol and containing a trace 
of sassafras oil and water. Tilden’s 
Febrisol, The Tilden Company, New Leba- 
non, N. Y., a proprietary nostrum exploited 
to physicians, was found to contain, be- 
sides certain unidentified drugs: alcohol, 
glycerin, acetanilid, acetphenetidin, caffein 
and salol.—Jour. A. M. A., May 11, 1912, 
p._ 1461. 

The Ramifications of Quackery—Last No- 
vember many. physicians received a request 
from a physician in central New York for 
the names of those afflicted with locomotor 
ataxia. Decoy letters brought replies con- 
taining testimonials relative to a ‘‘ wonder- 
ful’’ serum treatment for locomotor ataxia 
by a Dr. C. H. Burton of Detroit, Mich. 
Burton was formerly associated with ‘‘ Drs. 
Mixer,’’ whose cancer-cure fake was made 
the subject of a fraud order as well as a 
prosecution under the Food and Drugs 
Act. In a postoffice investigation, relative 
the Mixer fraud order, Mixer’s congres- 
sional sympathizers appeared to be willing 
to accept the testimony of Dr. Burton to 
the effect that Mixer’s nostrum would cure 
cancer despite the contrary testimony of 
Anders of Philadelphia, Carl Beck of New 
York, Deaver of Philadelphia, Kelly of 
Baltimore, Mayo of Rochester, Murphy of 
Chicago, Osborne of New Haven, and many 
other equally. well-known physicians and 
surgeons.—Jour. A. M. A., May 18, 1912, 
p. 1517. 
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Winslow’s Soothing Syrup—While in 
this country the morphin content of medi- 
cines must be declared on the label, in 
England such labels contain the additional 
warning of ‘‘Poison.’’ This requirement 
evidently decreased the sale of Winslow’s 
Soothing Syrup in England and_ the 
product now sold there contains no mor- 
phine, potassium bromid having been sub- 
stituted for the opiate as shown by analy- 
sis: potassium bromid, 2.0 per cent.; alco- 
hol, 4.3 per cent. by measure; essential 
oil (anise) about 0.1 per cent. and sugar 
56.5 per cent.—Jour. A. M. A., May 18, 
1912, p. 1524. 

Sal Hepatica—According to the Drug- 
gists’ Circular the composition is: sodium 
chlorid, 13.05 parts; sodium sulphate, 26.27 
parts; sodium phosphate, 29.80 parts; 
sodium bicarbonate, 18.0 parts; lthium 
phosphate, 0.04 parts; citric acid and 
tartaric acid, to make 100 parts.—Jour. 
A. M. A., May 18, 1912, p. 1527. 

Organic and Inorganic Phosphorus Com- 
pounds—The alleged unique value of so- 
called ‘‘organic’’ phosphorus compounds in 
nutrition is being seriously questioned. 
Fingerling has published experiments which 
deal with the relative availability of various 
organic and inorganic phosphorus com- 
pounds—lecithin, phytin, nucleoprotein, 
casein, nucleic acid and disodium phos- 
phate—in the production of milk. Ex- 
perimenting on goats the materials to be 
tested were added to a ration already 
deficient in phosphorus, thus giving every 
opportunity for special advantages to mani- 
fest themselves. It was found that none 
of the substances exerted any specific 
influence whatever on the activity of the 
mammary glands. Neither the quantity 
of milk nor its individual constituents 
were increased. Thus we have another 
proof that the animal organism can satisfy 
its need of phosphorus adequately by means 


of inorganic phosphates.—Jour. A. M. A., 


May 25, 1912, p. 1605. 

Swamp Root, the Fraud Above the Law— 
Analysis by. the government chemists 
showed Kilmer’s Swamp Root to be a 
syrupy liquid containing 8.55 per cent. 
alcohol by volume and 43.3 per cent. total 
solids includmg 42.6 per cent. sugars with 
a small amount of an aromatic balsam and 
a laxative principle. There was also pres- 
ent wintergreen, juniper and cardamon.: 
Samuel Hopkins Adams in Collier’s Weekly 
exposes the worthlessness of and the false 
claims made for this nostrum and diseusses 
the means whereby it has gained immunity 
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from prosecution. In conclusion it is 
emphasized that Swamp Root will not and 
ean not cure kidney, liver or bladder dis- 
ease as claimed; that used in such dis- 
eases, it will often be harmful; and that 
it may sometimes even kill. It is sug- 
gested that the way to end Swamp Root’s 
career of fraud is to spread understanding 
of what it really is: a compound of false 
promises and harmful drugs, protected by 
political pull, and backed up by. a con- 
scienceless newspaper; in all the realm of 
medical knavery, the most dangerous and 
law-destroying combination extant—the co- 
partnership of quackery, blood-money, and 
fraudnurtured journalism.—Jour. A. M. A., 
May 25, 1912, p. 1616. 

Effect of Hydrolysis on Germicidal 
Action—Fuchsin acetate has’ germicidal 
properties while fuchsin sulphate and 
fuchsin chlorid are devoid of germicidal 
effects. This is probably because fuchsin 
acetate is decomposed by water (hydro- 
lyzed) to yield the base fuchsin while the 
sulphate and chlorid are not so decomposed. 
In this way decomposition by water 
(hydrolysis) is responsible for the germi- 
cidal power of fuchsin in fuchsin acetate, 
commonly called ‘‘basic fuchsin.’’—Jour. 
A. M. A., May 11, 1912, p. 1465.

‘*When a man is after your money now, 
he doesn’t take the trouble to be sociable 
an’ show you a good time. He jes’ ad- 
dresses a few circulars an’ expects you to 
send him the money by mail.’’

Chemicals for Killing Weeds.—M. C., 
Flatbush, N. Y.—Probably the best gen- 
eral instructions regarding the use of 
chemicals for killing weeds are contained 
in a leaflet issued by the New York Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, which is re- 
produced below: 

Spraying for mustard—Some weeds may 
be successfully fought with chemical sprays. 
Wild mustard (more properly called char- 
lock) is a good example. By proper 
spraying mustard may be eradicated from 
grain crops without serious injury to the 
grain. The grain may be blackened some, 
but not permanently injured. In fields 
badly infested with mustard, spraying will 
materially increase the yield of grain. It 
is a thoroughly practical operation. 

What to use—The two leading chemicals 
for this purpose are iron sulphate (cop- 
peras) and copper sulphate (blue vitrol). 
They are about equally effective. The 
choice depends on the cost of the chemicals. 
whichever can be obtained the more cheaply 
is the one to use. Use iron sulphate at 
the rate of 75 to 100 lbs. in 50 gals. of 
water; or copper sulphate at the rate of 12 
to 14 lbs. in 50 gals. of water. In either 
case the quantity of solution required is 
from 40 to 60 gals. per acre. Dissolve 
copper sulphate in wooden vessels—its eats 
iron and tin. 

How and when—tThe solution should be 
applied in the form of fine spray. This is 
best done with some one of the horse- 
power potato sprayers of which there are 
several good kinds costing from $60 to 
$150. Sprayers carrying one nozzle per 
row apply about the right quantity. They 
should be run at a high pressure—80 to 
100 lbs. The spraying should be done 
when the mustard is growing rapidly— 
about the time the first blossoms appear. 
After the pods have begun to form the 
mustard is more resistant and the results 
from spraying not nearly so good. Spray 
after the dew is off, on a calm, clear day 
when it is not likely to rain for twenty- 
four hours or more. Rain washes off the 
spray, making the treatment less effective. 


Crops safe to spray—The above treat- 


ment is safe and. practicable in all kinds 
of grain and grass crops, corn, peas and 
sugar beets. It positively cannot be used 
in beans or potatoes. In other crops its 
safety should first be tested on a small 
scale. 


Other weeds—Besides mustard, the fol- 
lowing weeds are killed by the spraying: 
Wild radish, shepherd’s purse, wild buck- 
wheat, dandelion, ragweed, sow thistle, 
bindweed and chickweed. Numerous others 
are more or less injured. None of the 
weedy grasses such as quack grass, chess 
and pigeon grass can be killed by spray- 
ing. 

Dandelions in lawns—No entirely satis- 
factory method of keeping lawns free from 
dandelions is known. Extra thick seeding 
is a great aid. The stand of grass should 
be maintained by. two or three applications 
of seed each year. Digging out dandelions 
is largely labor wasted unless done with 
extreme thoroughness, in which case it is 
expensive and keeps the soil too much dis- 
turbed. Recent experiments at the North 
Dakota Station (Bul. 80) indicate that 
dandelions may be eradicated by spraying 
with iron sulphate solution. (114 lbs. to 1 
gal. water.) Spray every four to six 
weeks throughout the season on sunshiny 
days when it is not likely to rain soon. 
For two or three days after spraying the 
lawn should. be neither mowed nor 
watered. Iron sulphate discolors clothing 
and stone walks. 

Weeds in walks and drives—Gravel 
walks, tennis courts and similar places 
may. be kept free from weeds by the use 
of certain chemicals. Some of the patented 
chemical weed destroyers are highly effect- 
ive and convenient to use, but expensive. 
Practically as good results may be had, at 
less expense, by using a solution of arsen- 
ate of soda. The Vermont Station recom- 
mends 1 lb. arsenate of soda in 8 gals. of 


water, this quantity being applied to one — 


square rod of surface by means of an 
ordinary watering pot. One application 
each year (about July 1) is sufficient to 


keep down all annual weeds, but a second 


application may be required for deep- 
rooted perennials. Arsenic-sal-soda mix- 


‘ture (1 lb. arsenic, 2 lbs. sal soda, 9 


gals. water) applied at the rate of 8 gals. 
per square rod is nearly as effective and a 
trifle cheaper than arsenate of soda. These 
arsenicals are much superior to common 
salt. 

Salt for orange hawkweed—Orange hawk- 
weed has hairy. leaves and stem and con- 
Spicuous orange-red blossoms. It is per: 
ennial and propagates rapidly by runners 
and seeds. In tilled lands it gives little 
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trouble; but when thoroughly established in 
permanent grass lands it is exceedingly 
destructive and persistent. Experiments at 
the Vermont Station show the best 
remedy to be common salt sprinkled over 
the plants at the rate of 18 lbs. per square 
rod or 3,000 lbs. per acre. The salt should 
be applied dry on a bright day in May 
when the foliage is dry. This treatment 
benefits grass but may kill clover.

On the Use of Saccharin in Foods 
There appears to exist a misconcep- 


tion of the position of the Department 
of Agriculture as to the use of saccha- 
rin in foods as announced in Food In- 
spection Decision No. 142. That decision 
prohibits the use of saccharin in foods. 
The law defines the term ‘‘drug’’ and 
it is considered that saccharin has its 
proper place in products coming within 
this definition. 

It is recognized that certain specific 
products generally classified as foods, 
and sweetened with saccharin, may be 
required for the mitigation or cure of 
disease. It is not intended to prohibit 
the manufacture or sale of such prod- 
ucts, provided they are labeled so as to 


show their true purpose and the pres-. 


ence of saccharin is plainly declared 
upon the principal label. This must 
not be interpreted to mean that the use 
of saccharin in foods prepared for or- 
dinary consumption is permissible even 
if declared on the label.

Sanitation at Panama 
W. C. Gorgas states that from 1520 
when the route across the isthmus was 


first established until 1904 when the 
United States took charge it has been 
universally regarded as the most unhealthy 
spot in the world. Yellow fever, malarial 
fever and dysentery were endemic, and 
those who crossed the isthmus or tarried 
there did so at the imminent peril of their 
lives. 

The mortality from 1850 to 1855, when 
the railroad was being built, was so great 
that the work stopped, from time to time, 
because the workmen were all sick or all 
dead. Negroes from Africa and China- 
men all shared the same fate. The 
mortality from 1881 to 1889, when the 
French were working on the canal was 
excessive though their hospitals were good 
and their care of the sick excellent. Their 
loss by death during this period was 
22,189. The United States during a period 
of equal duration out of an average force 
of 33,000 has lost less than 4,000. 

At first the mortality was 40 per 1,900, 
now it is 7.50 per thousand, thanks to the 
discoveries in tropical medicine and im- 
proved methods of sanitation. Sanitation 
expenses on the isthmus are _ about 
$365,000 per annum for a population of 
150,000. | 

The cleaning up of Panama is one of 
the glories of American medicine and will 
cover the name of Gorgas with undying 
fame. 

Without such work by the doctors the 
eanal could not have been built. 

How many of the people at large reflect 
upon this?

Vaccination 
When it comes to vaccination, Cali- 


fornia does not stand very high in the 
scale of civilization. We have before 
us the Public Health Bulletin No. 52, 
January, 1912, which deals with vac- 
cination, and gives an analysis of the 
laws and regulations relating thereto 
in force in the United States. Ken- 
tucky has perhaps the most compre- 
hensive law on the subject of all the 
states, its provisions requiring vaccina- 
tion of all adults, of all persons com- 
ing into the State to make their home 
there, of inmates of public institutions, 
and of children within one year after 
birth. California had a fairly good 
law, regarding vaccination of. school 
children, but it has been practically 
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annulled by subsequent legislation ex- 
empting from vaccination those whose 
parents or guardians are ‘‘conscien- 
tiously opposed to the practice of vac- 
cination.’’ Thus we have reverted to 
barbarism, or at least we have retro- 
gressed fully a century in“dur civiliza- 
tion. In New Mexico vaccination is 
made a prerequisite to school attend- 
ance, and penalties are provided for 
failure to comply with the law.—So. 
Calif. Practitioner. 


A Small, Quickly-Made Sterilizer 

Douglas H. Stewart, New York, im- 
provises for instruments a sterilizer as 
follows: A long, wide-mouthed bottle fitted 
with a good rubber cork is used; in the 
bottom is placed a heaping tablespoonful 
of borax; this is covered with several 
thicknesses of blotting paper the size of 
the bottle; over this is poured a teaspoon- 
ful of formalin, and absorbent’ cotton is 
pushed down over it. The gas is evolved 
with sufficient rapidity to sterilize any 
instrument that can be placed in the bottle 
in from ten to twenty minutes, without 
rusting or injuring it. This apparatus is 
portable, clean, independent of tempera- 


ture, easily made, and inexpensive.—St. 
Louis Medical Review. 


Interchange of Medical Certificates in 
California 


That reciprocity in the practice of 
medicine or surgery by California with 
other States will be the subject of an 
act to be presented at the next Legis- 
lature, was the announcement made 
by Dr. William F. Snow, Secretary 
of the State Board of Health, upon 
his return from Chicago where, under 
a special commission from the Gover- 
nor of this State, he attended several 
important conferences. 
Representatives of other States de- 
elared the California law was unjust. 


Detection of Wood Alcohol 
W. Sailor describes the following test 
for the detection of wood alcohol in grain 
alcohol (ethyl aleohol). Five cubic centi- 
meters of the latter are treated with 0.1 
eramme chromic acid and 10 drops of con- 
centrated sulphuric acid. The liquid will 


take on a green color; as soon as the color 
change has taken place, 6 drops of the 
solution are mixed with 20 drops of con- 
centrated sulphuric acid and a_ small 
quantity of morphine. If a large per- 
centage of wood alcohol is present (50 per 
cent. or more) a dark violet coloration will 
be produced; a smaller quantity produces 
a red color, while traces of wood alcohol 
will cause a yellowish-brown coloration.— 
Scientific American. 


Soya Bean Oil Imports 


For the month of April, 1912, the im- 
ports of soya bean oil (duty. free) into the 
United States was 2,666,446 pounds, valued 


at $149,575. No comparison is obtainable 


for a year ago. 

The imports for the ten siden ending 
with April, 1912, 24,528,516 pounds, valued 
at $1,383,111. 


Exports 

During April, 1912, 4,000 pounds, valued 
at $280, was exported, and for the ten 
months ending with April, 1912, 62,852 
pounds, valued at $4,240.

Vegetables and Typhoid Infection 


Aeeording to the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, the latest work 
on this subject is reported by Creel, who 
conducted experiments both within doors 
and in the open air, with exposure to 
rain and sunlight. The typhoid organism 
was carried up from the soil by the grow- 
ing plants, and on repeated examination 
the organisms were recovered from the 
leaves and stems up to thirty-one days. A 
leaf of lettuce from an infected bed 
yielded positive cultures after three wash- 
ings, thus indicating that rainfall will not 
free vegetables from infected material. 
These results have practical significance 
in view of the insanitary conditions on 
many farms. The demand for fresh vege- 
tables being so great and the means of 
transportation so rapid, vegetables grown 
in one section may be shipped great dis- 
tances and used by large numbers of 
persons. The Journal thinks that the in- 
spection of truck farms would be advisable, 
and permits for the cultivation of vege- 
tables for public sale might properly be 
withheld from all farms on which im- 
proper methods of fertilizing are prac- 
ticed.—Druggists’ Circular.

Publishing Details of Poisonings 

The very practical work of Mr. Miers 
Busch in requesting the daily newspapers 
throughout the country to omit publishing 
the names of the poison used in cases of 
suicide and homicide, has already borne 
fruit. He has secured the co-operation 
of all the Philadelphia newspapers and of 
a number of the pharmaceutical and medi- 
cal associations. He urges that all the 
associations, at their conventions this sum- 
mer, adopt the following resolution, 
adopted at the 1911 meeting of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association: 

Whereas, The publication by the daily 
newspapers of the names of the poisons 
used in cases of suicide or homicide, to- 
gether with information concerning such 
poisons and the amount constituting a fatal 
dose, has the tendency to suggest their use 
to criminals and persons of suicidal intent. 

Therefore be it Resolved, That we recom- 
mend that the members of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association request 
the proprietors of newspapers in their 
vicinity to omit in future the publication 
of these details. 

The cause is a good one, and its universal 
adoption and acceptance by the newspapers 
will save the conscientious druggist much 
anxiety. and disagreeable notoriety.—

Federal Control of Vaccines and Serums 


This country is being flooded—and it is 
the same abroad, but to a less extent—with 
preparations belonging to the _ general 
class of ‘‘ vaccines, viruses, antitoxins,’’ 
etc. As many. of these bear the label 


‘‘Licensed by the Treasury Department’’ 


or ‘*U. §. Government License No. —’’ 
and, for the most part, ‘‘Guaranteed under 
the Food and Drugs Act’’ in addition, it 
may be well to remind our readers of the 
exact meaning of these phrases. The 
guaranty under the Food and Drugs Act 
has no meaning’ at all for the consumer; 
it simply means that in ease of legal 
difficulty the retail dealer may shift the 
responsibility to the manufacturer. The 
most brazen humbugs are ‘‘guaranteed’’ 


in this way; this phrase has led to much 
misunderstanding and has_ undoubtedly 
greatly increased the confidence, even of 
‘intelligent persons, in nostrums. 

The ‘‘License of the Treasury Depart- 
ment’’ has a different significance, al- 
though it, too, is capable of abuse and is 
being abused. Perhaps the situation will 
be more intelligible if we review briefly 
what the license means and what it does 
not mean. 

Several years ago Congress passed a 
law to regulate the interstate traffic in 
viruses, serums, ete., the enforcement of 
which was placed in the hands of the 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital Ser- 
vice. Under the terms of this act and the 
regulations for its enforcement all manu- 
facturers, both here and abroad, who desire 
to manufacture such products for inter- 
state traffic are required to procure a 
license from the Treasury Department. 
This license is granted only on the recom- 
mendation of the Surgeon-General of the 
Public Health Service for a period of one 
year, and only after a thorough inspection 
of the establishment and examinations of 
the products themselves. No license can 
be granted to an establishment which does 
not have sanitary stables, a _ properly 
equipped laboratory and a competent per- 
sonnel; the establishments are subject to 
inspection at any time and are required 
by law to be imspected at least once a 
year. The license may be revoked on 
evidence that the establishment is not 
being properly conducted; as a matter of 
fact, the licenses of some of the best- 
known establishments both here and 
abroad have been revoked or suspended 


pending improvements. 

The examinations in the Hygienic Labo- 
ratory of the Public Health Service of 
products found on the market as well as 
those obtained directly from the firms are 
directed to detecting the presence of liv- 
ing organisms, especially of pathogenic 
organisms, the presence of tetanus toxin, 
the control of the strength of the prep- 
arations, so far as this is possible, the 
absence of adulterations, ete. An illustra- 
tion of the working of the law is the 
statement from the last annual report of 
the Public Health Service that, owing to 
the difficulty of exercising a satisfactory 
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control over foreign establishments manu- 
facturing .vaccine virus, the importation 
of the latter into the United States is now 
prohibited. This report also cites the 
fact that experts from the Hygienic 
Laboratory investigated certain cases of 
tetanus alleged to have resulted from the 


use of vaccine virus; the allegations were 


found to be baseless. 

The Hygienic Laboratory, after pro- 
longed investigation, has established official 
American standards for diphtheria and 
tetanus antitoxins; all such preparations 
sold in the United States are required to 
eonform to these standards. SBefore the 
establishment of these standards the anti- 
toxins on the American market were ex- 
tremely variable; in many cases they. were 
worthless. The control of vaccine virus 
is similarly efficient; before the passage 
of the law much of the vaccine virus on 
the market contained large numbers of 
living bacteria and ‘‘sore arms’’ were 
common. As the result of this work the 
United States probably leads the world in 
the quality of diphtheria and tetanus anti- 
toxins and vaccine virus. 

We now come to the dark side of the 
picture. There are a large number of 
products of this class the value of which 
has not been definitely established; there 
are others of value for which no satis- 
factory standards are available. To the 
latter class belong, for example, anti- 
meningococecus serum and tuberculin. The 
control of the Public Health Service over 
such products is at present largely limited 
to an inspection of the factories and an 
examination of the products to determine 
their freedom from dangerous contamina- 
tions; it is not supposed to go into the 
theories back of the production of the 
products or into their clinical value; it 
can simply require that these products be 
made in a sanitary manner and that they 
be free from dangerous impurities. 

As a consequence of these limitations 
there are being extensively advertised a 
number of products which, in the opinion 
of many, have little or no therapeutic 
value; these, however, bear the govern- 
ment license, and physicians employing 
them should bear in mind exactly what 
this means. Unfortunately the number 
of these questionable products seems to be 
increasing. The difficulty in dealing with 
them is also increasing, for a number of 
physicians holding positions in medical 
eolleges, laboratories or sanatoriums are 
engaging in their manufacture; this is 


especially the case abroad, but it is be- 
coming the case here also. The fact that 
the men are associated with institutions 
of standing inspires more confidence in 
the produets than would be the case if the 
latter were made by firms avowedly in 
business for making money. 

What remedies can be suggested for this 
state of affairs? In the first place 
physicians should bear in mind -that the 
guaranty under the Food and Drugs Act 
means absolutely nothing so far as the ~ 


consumer or user is concerned and that 


the Treasury Department license may 
mean almost nothing as to _ therapeutic 
value. It is obviously desirable that the 
Hygienie Laboratory should extend its 
investigations and prepare standards for 
other products to which all firms can be 
held. This is simply a question of an 
enlarged laboratory and more money. 
Meanwhile the profession has a right to 
expect of the Council on Pharmacy and 
Chemistry, its accredited agency for de- 
termining the value of proprietary reme- 
dies, the same watchfulness and eare as 
to serums and vaccines as it has exercised 
with reference to the products of synthetic 
chemistry. This attention the subject has 
been already receiving to some extent, 
but there are indications that the council 
will need to go more deeply into the mat- 
ter in the future. In view of the large 
number of new vaccines being put before 
the profession with more or less plausible 
claims, there is need of painstaking in- 
vestigation not only as to the products 
themselves, but also as to their thera- 
peutic value.—Journal American Medical 
Association.

SAN FRANCISCO RETAIL DRUGGISTS’ 
ASSOCIATION | 

At the last regular meeting of the 
Retail Druggists’ Associations of San 
Francisco, held Friday evening, July 
5th, the following were elected as of- 
ficers for the ensuing year: D. R. Rees, 
president; W. Gnerich, vice-president ; 
N. Schwartz, secretary-treasurer; and 
Dr. W. Clayes, Ed. McDonald, L. Har- 
ris, H. L. MeDonnell, Dr. C. O. Fauda, 
L. Aguirre, and Prof. F. T. Green, ex- 
ecutive committee. 

The meeting in itself was very in- 
teresting, and numerous measures were 
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Introduced which will benefit’the drug- 


gist. 

It is hoped that other associations 
which read this Journal will take no- 
tice of the- following resolutions and 
take steps to bring about their enforce- 
ment: 

Whereas, Certain manufacturers of 
proprietary remedies are constantly ad- 
vertising their preparations as for sale 
only at stores mentioned in their ad- 
vertisements ; and, 

Whereas, This leads the public to be- 
lieve these medicines can not be pur- 
chased at other stores; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Retatil Druggists’ 
Association of San Francisco condemns 
this practice as extremely detrimental 
to the best interests of the retail drug- 
gist; and be it further 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
association that no aid or assistance of 
any kind be given to this class of manu- 
facturers and advertisers, and that a 
copy of these resolutions be sent for 
publication to the trade journals. 

Resolutions were also passed, asking 
the different associations through- 
out the United States to communicate 
with this association, with a view of 
introducing a bill to be passed by Con- 
geress to protest against retail druggists 
having to pay a revenue license the 
same as retail liquor dealers and to ad- 
vocate a special license for retail drug 
stores which would reduce the tax to 
five dollars. 

This association believes the smaller 
tax would be more just, as most drug- 
gists are paying $25 principally to sell 
alcohol, which is itself taxed about as 
much as it can stand. 


Another set of resolutions were 
adopted, ordering the legislative com- 
mittee to protest against the passage of 
Representative Harrison’s (of New 
York) measure to control the sale of 
opium and cocaine through an internal 
revenue license of ten dollars a year on 
retail drug stores. 


It seems to be the policy of all law- 
making bodies, when they can not find 
anything to do, to either find a new 
tax or to introduce a freak bill aimed 
at that well known millionaire, ‘‘The 
Retail Druggist.’’

The MHorlick’s Malted Milk Company 
have won what appears to be a signal 


victory in Brazil. From the facts as they 


are presented to us, it appears that, 
acting for and in behalf of the Horlick 
Co., their agents in that country, the Paul 
J. Christoph Co. registered the term 
‘*Malted Milk’’ as a trade-mark, which 
registration, according to the laws. of 
Brazil, gave them the exclusive right to 
sell, within its domain, a product by that 
name. The MHorlick Company, feeling 
secure in their rights under the law, 
entered upon an extensive advertising 
campaign, with the results that a large 
demand was created for ‘‘Malted Milk.’’ 
It seems that, very much as was the case 
in this country, the Borden’s Condensed 
Milk Company then entered the well- 
tilled field with the hope of reaping the 
benefits from the demand which had thus 
been created. Suit was brought in the 
federal court against the New York con- 
cern for infringement, with the result 
that the exclusive right of the Horlick’s 
agency. to sell ‘‘Malted Milk’’ in Brazil 
was upheld. The laws of. all South. Ameri- 
can countries are very severe with regard 
to infringing products, and so, if Borden 
or any one else than the owners of the 
‘¢Malted Milk’’ trade-mark should now 
put a product by that name on the 
Brazilian market, it would be subject to 
condemnation and confiscation by the gov- 
ernment.
